' 1S DRILLED IN 


Flow of dry gas, found presum- 
ably in a continuation of the sand 
now being operated in the Viking 
| gus field, has been encountered by 
the Frontier Development Company 
in the well being drilled near Bros- 
seau on the Saskatchewan river, 
north east of Vegreville, according 
to officials of the provincial govern.

That would leave the debts where they 
belong: leave the provinces in control of their 
own finances; free the taxpayers of the hard- 
ship of having to pay interest on their own 
credit; and put hundreds of millions of real 
dollars in circulation. That the provinces have 
a right to demand, is all they have a right to 


expect, and—unfortunately—is a good deal 
more than they are likely to get 
The western provinces are not mendicants 


asking for charity, and they would not get it if 
they did ask for it. What they have a perfect 
right to demand, and keep on demanding until 
they get it, is that they be freed from the boa- 
constrictor financial system that compels them 
pay back two or three dollars for every 
dollar they have borrowed or may borrow to 
build a highway or put up a public building

In opposition the Conservative party is an inspiration to good 
government; but once power is attained the political jinx crawls 
out of its hole, and a game of grab which occupies the faithful 
for a few months, is always succeeded by a course of governn ent 
by misfortune 


After the Laurier regime had built up Canada from a loosely- 
linked union of struggling colonies into a powerful nation com- 
posed of a union of powerful provinces acting in real union; had 
increased overseas trade and created Imperial preference, Sit 
Robert Borden came on the scene. 


Backed by all the money forces of the country, and by évery 
interest seeking special privilege, Sir Robert Borden fought 
reciprocity with the U.S.A,, and convinced a majority of the 
electors that he could produce from the Conservative bag trade 
policies which would create more commerce than the policies of 
the Laurier administration. Within a comparatively few months 
after the Borden government gained office business started on the 
down grade; but just before the panic stage was reached the 
World War broke out and the Union Government was formed 


After the war and the Meighen interval, the nation restored 
the Liberals to power; and year by year the commercial and 
financial position of Canada improved, until in 1929 the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff wrecked the United States financially, and by dis- 
ruption of commerce in North America and South America be- 
came the originating factor in world depression 


Canadians then had no experience of any substantial volume 
of unemployment, and while the Liberal Government was carry- 
ing on the policy of increasing trade with Great Britain by 
developing the Imperial preference, and with the other custom 
Canada by increasing the interchange of commodities, the 
Honorable R. B. Bennett assumed the leadership of the Conserva- 
tive party.

The new leader, it soon became apparent, was one of the most 
promising of all living political leaders. Most of us remember 
his “I will end unemployment”; his “I will make the tariff fight 
for us and blast our way into the markets of the world’; and his 
priceless explanation: “it is true that the depression is inter- 
national, but in a country like Canada (no matter what may take 
place in other countries) there should be work for every man 
willing to work and the Conservative Government will see that 
he gets that work.” 


Under this promising statesman the Conservative party came 
into power, and the active old Conservative jinx moved right in 
Misfortune and loss have hel high carnival all across the 
Dominion; but our promising statesman has not lost confidence, 
and declaims that he is proud of his record, and that it has been 
a privilege fer him to serve Canada. While this is the first time 
the expression “privilege” has been used as meaning the same 
thing as a major political disaster, it gives us a glimpse of the 
mental workings of a man who in his own considered judgment 
can do nothing but right things and originate nothing but the 
wisest of policies,
